a paper as badly torn as that. Apologetically 
| we gave her another copy and explained we

Actually, for a newspaper to get a com- 
jplaint like that is a compliment. It shows 
| the editor and staff that folks really want 
| to read his publication, Every effort is made 
to keep bad copies from getting out of the 
‘shop, but when they do, it wis with pleasure 
that they are replaced. 

That evening we went home and sat 
down in front of our $300 'TV set, Right in 
the middle of the show, the station started 
having network trouble. For about 10 min- 
utes the picture went bad. Then Sunday for

1 | Elba is unique in that no foreign capi- 


tal ever came to the town to put up a plant, 
yet under management of home folks using 
their own money and initiative the third 
largest truck trailer factory in the United 
States has gradually ¢iown to maturity 
Then three insurance companies, locally 
financed and managed, have started and 
propered here. 

What this all means to Elba was pin- 
pointed in the “Dorsey News” June 22 when 
they released figures showing that over half 
a million dollars in cash profit-sharing be- 
nefits had been paid to employees since 
November, 1954. This amounts to $29,442.53 
per month as a profit-sharing bonus. 

Figured another way, profit-sharing 
checks at the trailer plant mean the same 
thing to the economy of the area as another 
factory employing 115 men averaging sala- 
ries of $3,000 each a year. Multiply 
$29,442.53 by 12 months and the figure is 
$353,310.36. Divide that by an annual wage 
of $3.04 and it is the equivalent of a new 
ple- ploying 115 men. It would take a

If it takes a sewerage disposal plant | 
to treat the waste from Dorsey's new fac- 
tory, it will mean a sizeable expense for 
Elba. However, it only would mean that 
merchants and property owners were help- 
ing to secure the future of their invest- 
ments in business and real estate in the } 
town. It is almost impossible to imagine the 
lack of activity there would be here without

The weekly crop report for 
the seven days ending June i8 
said the period had been mostly 
cloudy and humid with temper- 
atures averaging slightly below 
normal. Showers were rather 
numerous and for the state as 
a whole rain was heavy for the 
week, but some localities in the 
and central portion re- 
ceived only light amounts of rain 
Rains ended drought in some 
localities where little rain had 
fallen in more than a month. 

Moderate to heavy rains fell in 
most areas of the state during 
the past week. Surface soil mois- 
ture is generally adequate for 
growing crops, but subsoils need 
additional moisture. 

Early planted COTTON is in 
good condition in most sections 
of the State. Weevil infestation 
is moderately heavy in the 
southern counties, and the ap- 
plication of poisons has started. 
The crop is blooming and squar-

Out in the Rocky Mountains, 
some scientific fellers are working 
on a new experiment to fight forest 
fires.

For 
three years, they've been studying 
the birth and growth of thunder- 
storms, and soon they hope to show 
that — by skillful cloud seeding — 
storms can be broken up before 
they form, That means lightnin’— 
which has been known to start as 
many as 400 forest fires a day in a 
single woodland—can be nipped in 
the bud!

Out in Cali- 
fornia, some other fellers have been 
experimenting with helicopters for 
firefighting. Last year, ‘copters were 
used to fight 200 test fires. They dive- 
bombed spot fires with 100-gallon 
canvas buckets of water.
